SACRAMENTO, Feb. 1.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] “Burns is beaten, and I 
think by tomorrow night we will have 
given you a southern Senator,” said As- 
semblyman Joseph R. Knowland of Ala- 
meda after midnight tonight. 

Knowland referred to the probable 
nomination by the joint Republican 
caucus tomorrow of Thomas R. Bard of 
Ventura as United States Senator. Mr. 
| Bard will reach here tomorrow in re- 
sponse to a telegram sent him yester- 
day, and it is expected his arrival will 
be the signal for rallying the anti- 
Burns forces to final victory. 

Knowland has been one of the prime 
movers in the fight against Burns, 
having called the conference at the Lick 
House in San Francisco: prior to the 
meeting of -the Legislature,. at which 
conference Senators Davis, Stratton and 
others mapped out a line of 
He is a young man of about 28, ex- 


_).ceedingly modest and reserved, and his 


legislative associates predict a bright 
future for him. In business life he is

SENATORIAL CAUCUS. 


RESULT OF FIRST SIX BALLOTS. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 1.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Six ballots have been 
taken in secret caucus, and the sheep 
are not yet inside the stomachs of the 
wolves, neither have the wolves been 
skinned by the sheep. One prevailing 
impression outside Burns’s corral is 
that the opposition to his game is in 
its own hands, so far as he is con- 
cerned, and there seems to be good 
prospects for their Playing together 
harmoniously until tle wolves are out 
of sight. 

For, Senatorial honors Thomas R. 
Bard of Ventura has developed unex- 
pected strength and Grant correspond- 
ing weakness. 

Burns gained three votes—Wade of 
Napa, Merrill of San Francisco and 
McDonald of Alameda—and lost two— 
Burnett of San Francisco and Cosper 
of Tulare—so his net gain for nine 
months of labor since last. session is 
apparently one lone old man (Wade,) 
the other two being more or less 
friendly to his side before. What could 
induce Wade to bring shame on his 
gray hairs is a mystery, unless it was 
his friendship for Estee. ' 

The appearance of ex-Speaker Wrfght 
on crutches and with dark glasses was 
something of a surprise, even though 
it had been predicted that Burns would 
have him here if he wanted him. 

When the caucus assembled at 7:30 
p.m., there was an excited and canine 
crowd of politicians and office holders 


in the hallways of the Capitol. The 
members met, pursuant to call, in the 
Supreme Court room and then  ad- 
journed to the Assembly chamber. 
Members of the press were excluded, 


but each had friends within who passed 
out the results of the several ballots 
and choice morsels of gossip which 
were eagerly discussed by the crowds 
outside. 

It was easily the liveliest scene of the 
whole session. Johnson, Shortridge, 
Dibble and Bettman, the four “wise 
guys” of the Burns camp, sat together 
as a council to guard the interests of 
the “kernel.” Other members - chose 
seats as best suited them. 

Belshaw nominated and Johnson sec- 

onded Senator Flint as chairman of the 
feaucus, and Bulla named Cutter, 
‘Leavitt and Knowland for secretaries. 
This programme was that of the antis 
with the addition of Leavitt (a Burns 
man) for secretary, and it went through 
without a murmur. 
Valentine nomimated La Baree, ser- 
Weant-at-arms of the antis’ caucus, for 
sergeant-at-arms of the joint caucus, 
and this also went through. 

Senator Cutter and Assemblyman 
Knowland called the roll of the respec- 
tive houses, and Chairman Flint an- 
nounced all of the eighty-five Repub- 
lican members of the Legislature pres- 
ent. Senator Cutter read the call for 
the caucus, and Senator Stratton moved 
that all names of candidates be pre- 
sented without nominating hes, 
This was adopted. 

Assemblyman Johnson made a speech 
in which he said a caucus is a good 
thing, provided it means something. 


He had a resolution to offer. He said |

If his prediction comes true tomorrow, 


that members must abide by the de- 
cision of the caucus or else it would be 
a rope of sand. 

Senator Stratton said the call speaks 
for itself, and that the members were 
willing to abide by that, so Johnson's 
resolution was dropped. 

Barnes was nominated by Senator 
Luchsinger and seconded by Assembly- 
man Clough, 

Congressman Barham was nominated 
by Assemblyman Le Barron and Sena- 
tor Gillette seconded the nomination. 
Senator Davis nominated Scott and As- 
semblyman Dunlap seconded the nomi- 
nation. Senator Nutt of San Diego 
placed Grant in nomination and As- 
semblyman Works seconded the choice. 
was nominated by 

nator Rowell and seconded by As- 
semblyman Greenwell and Senator 


-Taylor. Assemblyman La Baree placed 


Van R. Paterson in nomination. 
Finally to cap the climax, Col. Dan’s

Nominations being in, balloting be- 
gan, the first ballot being taken at 8:20 
p.m., and the second at 8:25 p.m., while 
the third was not taken until 8:40 p.m.

As McDonald of Alameda bolted the 
caucus and did not return until the 
last ballot, the total vote cast on each 
ballot preceding the last was 84, in- 
stead of 85. 

Senator Bulla was much gratified at 
the complimentary vote given, him, 
which, he said, was wholly unexpected. 

Melick said that by figuring up the 
vote he discovered that on the sixth 
ballot thirty-eight votes were cast for 
candidates south of the Tehachepi, 
Grant, Bard, and Bulla, and he de- 
clared if these could be united on one 
man, only five more would be needed to 
elect, and these could probably be ob- 
tained. He thought it only proper that 
the Grant men, after the Bard men 
had voted almost all last session for 
Grant, should now come to Bard as 
a token of gratitude, and he did not 
eee why Scott's five votes could not 
go in the same direction. He declared 
the Barnes vote, but not the Grant

‘From this he reasoned that as Grant

- When the caucus adjourned it wae 
until 8 o'clock tomorrow evening. Both 
the Burns and the anti-Burns factions 
will caucus in the mean time, and some 
changes may result as a consequence. 
There seems to be an idea prevalent 
that as the Grant and Burns votes 
may unite in one direction, the Bard 
and Scott votes may unite in another, 
and the Bulla men seem confident that 
Bard will be elected.

McDonald 
of Alameda—“Old Bill," as the mem- 
bers familiarly term the big Assem- 
blyman—had been. slated for Burns, 
but he could not come to vote for him 
gracefully. He refused to vote on the 
first ballot, and bolted the caucus at 
its completion. He returned, how- 
ever, in time for the sixth and last bal- 
lot and voted for Burns, deserting his 
former candidate, Grant. 

Senator Boyce, for Grant last session, 
voted tonight for Grant until the sixth 
ballot, when he went to Bard. Bulla 
(Barnes) voted for Bard: Currier 
(Grant) for Bard; Cutter (Grant) for 
Bard the first two ballots, Grant on the 
third ballot, Bulla on the fourth, Bard 
onthe fifth and Scott on the sixth. Sena- 
tor Davis, the Scott leader, voted to- 
night, as at last session, for his fa- 
vorite. Senators Flint and Rowell. 
who voted for Scott las: session, voted 
for Bard.: Asse mblyman Dunlap stayed 
by Scott. Senator Dickinson (Barnes)

There was. little excitement around 
the hotel lobbies tonight, but a good 
deal of quiet satisfaction appeared 
among the antis. Burns’s rooms were 
well filled with callers. Dan retired 
about 12:30 a.m., apparently as serene 
as ever. He is quoted by one of his 
adherents as saying that he had no 
fault to find in the manner of conduct- 
ing his campaign; that he has conceded 
every single point the opposition has 
suggested or demanded; had left or- 
ganization in the opposition’s contro! 
and had put no obstacle in the way 
of the opposition along lines agreeable 
to the whole. The results of the cau- 
cus tonight, he is quoted as saying, was 
in no sense a surprise to him, but in 
every sense satisfactory and he had 
confidence that when the final ballot 
is had he will receive from the 
caucus what is tantamount to a party 
indorsement. 

This is the old policy of bluff and 
bluster, and unless Burns unites his 
friends with those of some other candi-

date in such a way as to get behind the 
winner, he is not likely to receive much 
consideration, even from his own fol- 
lowers. There is more or less appre- 
hension tonight that he may rush in 
tomorrow and secure a ‘@eming vic- 
tory from his opponents by joining 
forces on some candidate as yet un- 
known. 

Burns may secure the votes of Chy- 
noweth and Jones of Orange county, 
and possibly four more, though this is 
extremely doubtful, but his bolt is shot 
and wisdom seems to dictate his with- 
drawal. 

The Democrats also held a joint cau- 
cus tonight, but on motion of Mead of 
Los Angeles adjourned without action 
until ex-Senator White could be com- 
municated with and an expression of 
his views. as to whether or not he de- 
sires a complimentary vote for Sena- 
tor can be obtained’ The caucus is 
undoubtedly for Phelan.

ANTI-BURNS 
MEN'S PRELIMINARY CAUCUS. 


WELL-DEFINED PLAN OF — 
AGREED UPON. 

All in Hearty Accord for United 
Action Against the Common Foe. 
Burns’s Henchmen also Held a Meet- 
ing—Chynoweth Makes a Flop into 
the Mexican Colonel’s Camp.

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 1.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The eve of the joint Re- 
publican Senatorial caucus found the 
antis full of enthusiasm and with a 
well-defined plan of action. A caucus 
was held in the Superior Court room 
at 4:30 o'clock, at which Senator 
Flint presided, Assemblyman Know- 
land was secretary and Assemblyman 
Belshaw and La Baree, respectively, 
sergeants-at-arms. Forty-one mem- 
bers attended the caucus, including 
Senators Smith, Bulla, Boyce, Luch- 
singer, Stratton, Currier and Taylor 
and Assemblymen Crowder, Works, 
Radcliffe, Melick, Brown, Le Barron, 
Raw, Dunlap, Clark, Boynton, Huber, 
Atherton, Greenwell, Brown, De Lan- 
cle and Cargill. Currier, Huber, Raw, 
Atherton, Le Lancie and Cargill are 
among those down on Burns’s list. 
Senator Cutter and -Assemblymen 
Dale, Merritt, Chynoweth and Milice 
of the Grant forces, all of whom ex- 
cept Chynoweth are safely counted to 
stand against Burns, were not present, 
presumably from the expressed wish 
of some of the Grant men to stand 
well with Burns, in the hope that the 
latter may throw his to 


Greenwell moved a recess of five 
minutes to look for Merritt and De 
Lancie. He found the latter, but not 
the former. Chairman Flint told the 
objects of the meeting, of which no 
formal notice had been given, and 
discussion arose as to admitting rep- 
resentatives of the press to the joint 
caucus later in the evening. Senator 
Smith and Assemblymen Melick and 
Radcliffe, who are newspaper men, 
argued in favor of admitting the press, 
inasmuch as the voting is to be by 
open roll call, but it was finally de- 
cided that the secretaries of the cau- 
cus, if the antis captured the caucus 
organization, should furnish copies of 
the roll calls to the press, and that 
no restriction should be placed on 
members in regard to disclosing pro- 
ceedings. 

A steering committee of five, com- 
posed of Senators Smith and Stratton 
and Assemblymen Belshaw, Dunlap 
and Radcliffe, was appointed, and it 
was decided that Senator Boyce should 
be the leader to whom all should look 
for guidance.

GOEBEL MAKES GALLANT FIGHT. 
fA. P. NIGHT REPORT] 

FRANKFORT (Ky.,) Feb. 2.—Gov. 
Goebel passed, on the whole, an unfa- 
vorable day, although he was fairly 
comfortable last night. He has a dozen 
doctors around him, and the reports 
of his condition vary according to the 
‘ast physician who leaves his room. 
One doctor is confident that he will 
recover, and another generally allows 
him an hour or two before he breathes 
his last. His strength is maintained 
tO a great extent by injections. He has 
had several sinking spelis, out of which 
he was brought with some difficulty. 
He seemed io rally less rapidly from 
each successive collapse, but held his 
own é6teadily throughout the afternoon. 
His kidneys have practically ceased 
their functions and slight symptoms 
of pneumonia have appeared, but have 
not as yet become so serious as to 
cause alarm. 

At 3:30 o'clock last night, Dr. Mc- 
Cormick, the optimistic physician, de- 
clared that in his opinion there was 
no reason why Goebel should not re- 
cover. The traces of pneumonia 
which had appeared, he declared, to 
be the usual occurrence in cases of 
this kind. The most serious symptom 
was, he said, the refusal of the kidneys 
to operate, and consequent danger of 
blood potsoning. 

At midnight the from Gov. 
Goebel’s room indicated that he might 
possibly die before morning. e ac- 
tion of the heart had grown weaker, 
and as circulation throughythe right 
lung was retarded by his wound, but 
little blood was received by the heart. 
At 1 o’clock this morning, Dr. Hume 
said that Goebel would probably live 
through the night. He added, however, 
that there was a possibility of uraemic 
poisoning, and that it was possible for 
the Governor to die in a convulsion at 
almost any time.

GOVERNOR OF CHIHUAHUA CAN- 
NOT CHANGE IT.

BEL PASO (Tex.,) Feb. 1.—({Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.é] Gov. Ahumada of 
Mexico, State or Chihuahua, when in-. 
terviewed today in Juarez, in regard 
to the case of Mrs. Rich, an American 
woman convicted of murder, said: 

“I have no power to pardon the 
woman if I wished to do so. Had she 
been condemned to death, the case 
would have been different, but under 


the present circumstances, I have no 
right under our law to interfere. Her 
only chance lies in her appeal to the 
Supreme Court for revision of her 
case.” 

This seems to destroy the woman's 
hope, as it is regarded as certain that 
the findings of Judge Gonzales will be 
confirmed, although the sentence of 
fourteen years may be slightly re- 
@uced. If an appeal fail, it may be 
possible to carry the case further by 
application to the Federal District 
Court for a writ of amparo, which 
corresponds to habeas corpus in the 
United States, in which event it may 
be carried to the Supreme Court of 
the republic at Mexico City. 

Mrs. Rich is now serving her sen- 
tence, which begins from July 20, the 
day she was surrendered by the 
United States. Sentence will re- 
duced one-fourth for good behavior.

ASSEMBLY DISAPPROVES OF 
DESIRE FOR ECONOMY. 


Appropriation for Expenses of the 
Extra Session Increased from 
Twenty-five to Forty Thousand 
Dollars—Pay for Attaches also 
Raised—Breezy Debate. 


{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 
SACRAMENTO, Feb. 1.—The Assem- 
bly spent the day discussing bills in- 
troduced by Chairman Valentine of the 
Committee on Ways and Means, sup- 
posed to have been committee bills, but 
which it came out in the course of the 
debate, had been privately prepared by 
Mr Valentine. This discovery created 
something of a sensation, and the 
measures were amended in the face of 
strong protest from Mr. Valentine, Mr. 
Dibble and other Republican leaders. 
As the bills were prepared by Mr. 
Valentine they called for appropria- 
tions to pay the experses of the session 
$25,258, a fourteen days 
ng taken as the basis of 
calculations. There was no objection 
to them until that appropriating $11,- 
358 to pay the per diem and mileage 
of the members was reached. Mr. 
Brown then offered an amendment in- 
creasing the appropriation to $40,000. 
In support of his amendment, Mr. 
Brown said: 
“I think the time named by the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means for the 
length of the session is far too short. 


No man can forecast the lengeh of this | 


session. One of the purposes for which 
this extra session was called was the 
election of a United States Senator. 
Last year we remained here the en- 
tire session in an effort to elect a 
United States Senator without coming 
to a successful conclusion. The months 
have passed and we have returned to 
remedy the evil, and yet the one can- 
didate (meaning Burns) who during all 
that time prevented us from electing a 
Senator returns in full force. Gentle- 
men have returned here to force the 
candidacy of one man, when the in- 
terest of the Republican party de- 
manded that he be withdrawn. Had 
he been withdrawn we could have got- 
ten through in very short order. In ad- 
dition to the election of a United States 
Senator, for which we have been 
called, we have fifteen other subjects 
to consider.

GOVERNOR AND MAYOR ON IT. 

; {A. P. DAY REPORT.} 

‘SACRAMENTO, Feb. 1.—Sanford in- 
troduced a bill amending section 2524 of 
the Political Code, relating to the Board 
of State Harbor Commissioners. It is 
identical with the bills introduced in 
the Senate and Assembly on the sub- 
ject, except that it adds to the com- 
missioners and Governor, who, under 
the provision of the first measure, shall 
have control of the docks of San Fran- 
cisco, the Mayor of that city. Under 
the present law the Mayor sits with the 
board. In the bill as first introduced 
the Governor is substituted for the 
Mayor. By the terms of Sanford's bill 
both Governor and Mayor will act with 
the commissioners. 

The bill as introduced by Sanford will 
probably become a law. When it came 
back from the committee in the Sen- 
ate this morning Sims so amended it 
that it makes the same provisions as 
the Sanford measure. It was explained 
by Senator Sims that under the new 
charter of San Francisco it has been a 
question whether the Mayor could act 
with the commission.

“Third, any person desiring to go to 
South Africa must do so at his own ex- 
pense. The cost from New York to 
South Africa is about $200. It would be 
advisable for every person going out 
there to take an additional $200 or $300 
to provide for any possible contingen- 
cies that might arise after arriving 
there.

{San Francisco Col John P.

The question was then asked as to 
what effect the proposed new issue of 
expansion would have on the politics of 
the country, and Col. Irish replied that 
the matter would be left in a tenta- 
tive condition, subject to the future 
conclusion that will have to be reached 
in public opinion. The Republican

CHARGE FELL THROUGH. 


FLIMSY PRETEXT ON WHICH

The charge of burglary preferred by 
Mrs. Belle Taylor against Charles N. 
Bowen was. dismissed yesterday in 
Justice Morgan's court on motion of 
Deputy District Attorney Chambers,

' The latter officers arrested Bowen on 
January 27 at the instance of Mrs. 
Taylor, who alleged in her complaint 
that Bowen had burglarized a trunk 
belonging to her in the Burlington 
lodging-house, carrying off a quantity 
of silverware, which he disposed of 
at the pawnshop of “Billy and Joe.”’ 

After the detectives arrested Bowen 
they investigated the case and found 
that the evidence against him would 
not substantiate the charge. Accord- 
ing to their statements the facts in 
the case are about as follows: 

Bowen and Mrs. Taylor had on more 
than one occasion pawned silverware 
and other articles together, and en- 
joyed themselves on the proceeds. 
Bowen went to the woman's room one 
day and secured several articles of 
silverware from her trunk, which he 
sent by a messenger boy to the pawn- 
shop. He gave the pawn ticket to 
Mrs. Taylor, and it was agreed that 
he should redeem the articles later. 
Meantime, a coolness sprang un  be- 
tween the two, and he refused to re- 
deem the silverware. In her wrath 
Mrs. Taylor called on Deputy District 
Attorney Chambers and prevailed 
upon him to issue a burglary com- 
plaint against Bowen, telling just 
‘enough of the story to make the 
charge seem plausible. When the 
facts became known it was seen that 
the charge would not stick, hence the 
dismissal of the complaint. 

WORK OF DETECTIVES. 
RECORD MADE BY THE FORCE 
DURING JANUARY. 

If the detective force can keep up the 
pace it set in the work during the 
month of January Los Angeles will soon 
become known among the criminal ele- 
ment as a place to be shunned, because 
of the certainty of arrest for almost 
any crime which they might commit. 
The last month's work of this depart- 
ment of the police force is the best that 
has been done in years, and perhaps in 
the history of the department. Not only 
have there been a greater number of ar- 
rests on charges of felony in proportion 
to the number of cases reported, but a 
comparatively greater number of those 
arrested have been held to answer be- 
fore the Superior Court. The number 
of arrests is not necessarily evidence of 
good police work, but whén 80 per cent. 
of those arrested are held to answer it 
a that the officers have not been 

le. 

Since the first of the year 23 persons 
have been arrested on charges of felony, 
as follows: Arson, 2; assault with 
deadly weapon, 2; burglary, 11; embez- 
ziement, 1; obtaining money by false 
pretenses, 2; grand larceny, 3; receiving 
stolen property, 2. Of these cases only 
four of the accused were discharged on 
examination in the Police Court, and 
one case is pending. Burglars engaged 
the attention of nearly all the officers, 
and out of the eleven arrested for this 
crime, ten are awaiting trial in the 
Superior Court. During the  corre- 
sponding month, in 1897, the felony ar- 
rests numbered 10, in 1898 10 and in 
1899 12. The record of last month of 
petty larceny cases is almost as good, 
19 arrests having been made on that 
charge, and 14 of those arrested being 
convicted. Of the felony arrests, 21 
were made by the detectives, and 3 by 
patrolmen. The detectives arrested 7 
of those charged with petty larceny, the 
patrolmen 6, railroad officers 4 and 2 
were arrested by order of court. The

9. 

The detective force consists of seve 
regular men, and fully one-third o 
their time is necessarily spent in the 
courts. The mere act of making af ar- 
rest Is the least part of any case of fel- 
ony with whichthey have to deal. Nearly 
all the cases require sometimes days of 
careful work before arrests are made. 
and it is this that makes the best 
showing when the cases are success- 
fully prosecuted. On one case alone

EVIDENCE TO PROVE THAT 
HE STOLE A BICYCLE. | 
The petty-larceny charge against 

Andreas Fernandez, which was to 

have been tried in Justice Morgan's 

court today, was dismissed yesterday 
on account of lack of evidence to con- 
vict. 

Some time ago G. F. Weh of No. 647

His companions corroborated his 
story, and as there were no witnesses 
for the prosecution, Deputy District 
Attorney Chambers decided that the 
evidence against Fernandez was not 
strong enough to convict him. Yes- 
terday, through the efforts of his at- 
torney. Hugh J. Crawford, Esq., 
Chambers made_a motion to dismiss 
the charge, which was granted by Jus- 
tice Morgan. | 

Fernandez maintained that even if 
the wheel had been stolen, it was re- 
moved by someone else from the place 
where Mr. Weh left it, to the place 
where {t was found by him when he 
attempted to ride it, and as there was 
no one who could dispute his word and 
the testimony of his two companions, 
it would be impossible to convict him 
of theft. He has been in jail since 
January 26.

YESTERDAY AT SACRAMENTO. 

Whatever else may have been accom- 
plished at the caucus, of Republicans 
held at the State capital last night, the 
fact was demonstrated that the bluff of 
Dan Burns has been called by the op- 
position, just as it was called at the 
regular session, and, despite the brag- 
ging he and his touts have indulged in 
for the past year, the caucus has not 
Changed his status as a candidate in any 
essential.

The details of the balloting in the 
caucus, as is shown in our telegraphic 
advices from Sacramento, show that to 
all intents and purposes there is still a 
deadlock in the Legislature, which is in 
itself a great comfort to the respectable 


and self-respecting people of the State. 


It is to be hoped that the deadlock will 
continue igdefinitely rather than that 
the Southetn Pacific Railroad shall suc- 
ceed in its detestable purpose to elect 
its man Friday to a great office. 

But there should be no deadlock—on 
the contrary there now remains but one 
thing for the honest men in the Legis- 
lature to co, and that is to sink their 
preferences and agree upon 
some man who is fit to be Senator, and 
to proceed to elect him without further 
delay.

BRYAN-LENTZ-ALTGELD. 

A man is known, to a considerable ex- 
tent, by the company he keeps. This 
is an old but true saying. Applying it 
to the case of W. J. Bryan at the pres- 
ent time, the deduction is far from 
complimentary, even to the loud-mouthed 
‘ndividual who “also ran” in the year 
of grace 1896. Bryan is now on a talk- 
ing tour in New England, in company 
with Congressman Lentz of Ohio and 
jJehn P. Altgeld of Illinois. These men 
are known from one end of the country 
to the other as demagogves and blather- 
skites of the worst sort—even worss 
than Bryan himself, and he is bad 
enough. 

Altgeld, in addition to his unsavory 
record as a blatherskite and a dema- 
gogue, is also known as an anarchist, 
who despises the Jaws and those who en- 
force them; a friend of and apologist 
for lawbreakers; an encmy to the 
As a private citizen he is 
comparatively harmless. As the chief 
officer of a great State, 
charged with the duty of upholding the 
laws, preserving the public peace, and 
protecting the rights and liberties of 
the people, he was an exceedingly dan- 
gerous man, as most of the inhabitants 
of the State of Illinois, and especially 
those of the city of Chicago, can bear 
witness. Lentz is tarred with the 
same stick as Altgeld. His harangues 
in Congress and out of it, during the 
past two years, have shown that he is 


the same sort of a degenerate as Alt- 


geld, and‘ that in public position he 
would be dangerous to the commonweal 
in proportion to the power conferred 
upon him by any office he might occupy. 

There is every reason to believe that 
Altgeld and Bryan will remain private 
citizens during the remainder of their 
natural lives, and that Lentz will be 
permanently retired to private life after 
the expiration of his present term. But 
Bryan is an avowed candidate for the 
Presidency of the United States. He is 
the favorite candidate, by long odds, 
of a great political party, which cast 
within less than half a million as many 
votes as its successful opponent at the 
last Presidential election. There is lit- 
tle if any doubt that Bryan will re- 


ceive the nomination ef his party, for+ 


President, in 1900. While there is not 
much probability that he will be elected, 
it would be idle to ignore or deny the 
possibility that. such a thing might 
happen. In view of this possibility, 
what can be said of Bryan’s intimate 
association with such men as Altgeld 


,and Lentz? Is it possible that Bryan’s 


moral perceptions have become so 
blunted that he cannot perceive the loss 
of prestige which such associations 
bring, even to him? 

Suppose, for the sake of illustration, 
that Bryan should be elected President 
of the United States at the national 
election io be held mext November? 
Would he make John P. Altgeld his 
Secretary of State? Would he give to 
Congressman Lentz the war portfolio? 
Would he fill his Cabinet with men of 
similar character and predilections? 

The correct answer to these questions 
is obviously in the affirmative. 
is no doubt that Bryan, if he were 
made President, would surround himself 
with advisers of this class. And in the 
practical certainty that he would do so 
ies ome of the many reasons for 
Bryan’s unfitness for the office of Presi- 
dent, or for any other office of great 
trust and responsibility. 

The affairs of this great nation—the 
greatest an? most powerful nation on 
earth—cannet safely be entrusted to in- 
experienced, weak, or unscrupulous men, 
to theorists, dreamers, faddists or ex- 
tremists. Work of this kind must be 
entrusted to men of strong character, 
men of resources, men of practical com- 
mon sense. For this reason, among 
others, there is little probability that 
W. J. Bryan wili ever be elected Presi- 
dent of the United States, or that such 
men as Altgeld and Lentz—the com- 


panions of Bryan on his present gab- 


bing tour—will be elevated te positions 
of large responsibility. 


Senator Braunhart has introduced a 
bill in the State Legislature looking to 
the election of United States Senators 
by direct vote of the people, instead of 
by the present rhethod which. so fre- 
quently scandalizes and embarrasses the 
country. While this movement may be 
but tentative as yet, the time is com- 
ing when such elections must be had 
in the manner outlined in Senator 
Braunhart’s bill. From this time forth 
ne man should be nominated to a legis- 
lative cffice in any State until he has 
first pledged himself to the cause of 
electing Senators by the direct vote of 
the people, instead of by the present 
roundabout method. The nation long 
ago outgrew the plan of procedure which 
rules in this regard. The condition of 
affairs in California at this time, like- 
wise in Pennsy!vania and Utah, and the 
Clark scandal which is sending up its 
nauseating fumes in the city of Wash- 
ington, show just how seriously an 
amendment te the national Constitution 
is needed which shall put an end to the 
present unwhclesome and distressing 
state of affairs in the selection of United 
States Senators.

His organizing ability has been 
made use of just as Chris Buckley's 
similar ability has been employed by 
Democrats who would give him no so- 
cial recognition. It is unfortunate that 
there should be a place in politics for 
such men, but they have always been 
used by all parties in all countries. 
Burns's work has been such that in 
the absence of any criminal record he 
would have, been entitled, under the or- 
dinary code of political ethics, to pre- 
ferment to some recognized political 
office. They are services such as in 
this State have been commonly re- 
warded by appointment to the Harbor 
Commission or to some similar office 
with small patronage to disburse. There 
is no record in this State, and happily 
very few in other States, of rewarding 
men who were mere party “workers,” 
with no identification with any public 
measure of importance and no known 


opinions on any subjects of that char- 
acter, with the highest office in the gift 


of the State. Much less when, like 
Buckley and Burns, they are men of 
clouded private reputation. These are 
the objections of good citizens to the 
candidacy of Daniel M. Burns.

A Decision of the State Supreme

Confusion Probable in Consequence.

The present assessment law, which 
requires that all mortgages be assessed 
to the mortgagee and the amount of 
the mortgage deducted from the tax 
assessment of the mortgagor, is gener- 
ally regarded as a farce. The intent of 
the law is in no case carried out, as 
the man who borrows the money al- 
ways has to pay the tax, while the 
means taken to evade it only serve to 
complicate the work of the Assessor. 
When a man borrows money it is usual 
for the mortgagee to demand (say) 8 
per cent. net, and then charge the 
mortgagor 3 per cent. extra to pay the 
tax. Not does this not comply 
with the inte of the law, but, as the 
tax rate is usually about 2.87 per cent., 
the man who borrows the money has 
to pay more than he would if the tax 
were levied directly on his property. 
Another way of evading the law, here- 
tofore adopted by those who realized 
this fact, has been to make an agree- 
ment between the mortgagee and the 
mortgagor not to report the mortgage 
in the annual statement made to the 
Assessor. In that case, so long as 
mortgages of record were not assessed, 
the tax was levied directly on the 
property of t mortgagor, and the 
mortgagee received a certain net per 


such an agreement is void in any 
event, but now that the Supreme Court 
has instructed the City Assessor to 
assess all record mortgages this scheme 
of things will be upset. . : 
If every one should make a statement 
of the liens against his or her property 
to the Assessor much of the annoyance 
and confusion which will now ensue 
would be umnecessary. Many people, 
however, are reluctant to have mort- 
assessed against their property 

while some, as already stated, do not 
report mortgages for business reasons. 
Altogether, only about 10 per cent. of 
mortgages are reported to the Assessor. 
Most of these are reported by loan cor- 
porations who are obliged so to do un- 
der penalty of losing their charter. . 
A great many complications arise un- 
der the provisions of the law. A man 


owning a ten-acre tract, for instance, 


may have placed a blanket mortgage 
on the acreage for $1000, and subse- 
quently subdivided the tract into lots.

SULPHURIC ACID BURNS. 


— 


BOY WHO CLAIMS HE SUFFERED 
FROM AN EXPLOSION. 


Southern California Railway Com- 
pany Sued for Damages by Walter 
Means, Who Alleges He Was Injured 
by the Bursting of an Acid Tank at 
the Company’s North Ontario Depot. 


A peculiar damage suit went to trial 


yesterday, in which Walter Means, a 
North Ontario youth, is suing the 
Southern California Railway Company 
for $20,000. The action is brought for 
personal injuries claimed to have been 
suffered by the plaintiff from an al- 
leged explosion of a tank of sulphuric 
acid in October, 1898. 

Young Means is about 17 years old, 

and for the purposes of the lawsuit 
E. J. Stover was appointed his guar- 
dian last May. 
‘The accident complained of occurred 
at the railroad company’s depot at 
North Ontario, where, it is alleged, the 
company negligently kept an iron tank 
containing about 1800 pounds of sul- 
phuric acid. This acid is shipped out 
over Southern California in large 
quantities during the summer months 
for fumigation purposes in the destruc- 
tion of the scale pest. 

When kept in an iron tank, sulphuric 
acid, says the bill of complaint, cor- 
rodes and eats the iron and becomes a 
dangerous explosive, and particularly 
so when confined in any sort of a 
tank that is exposed to a heat of 75 
deg. Fahr. or more. On the October 
day ofthe accident the thermometer 
registered about 90 deg. in the shade. 
Contrary to the usual custom of hand- 
ling sulphuric acid in glass carboys or 
in lead tanks, always kept at a low tem- 
perature, it is now alleged that the 
company did otherwise, and took no 
precaution against possible accident to 
persons about the depot, although it 
knew that, should any of the acid es- 
cape, it is a dangerous fluid and burns

The complaint then says Station 


Agent Short of North Ontario well 
knew these facts, although he allowed 
the fated tank to remain on the com- 
pany’s premises for perhaps ten days 
after it was shipped from Los Angeles, 
and was aware that it was in a leak- 
ing condition. 

How much business the boy had 
about the depot when he was splashed 
with the devouring acid, is shown by 
the statement he makes to the effect 
that he had gone there to see whether 
or not a certain -package from his 
mother had arrived at the express of- 
fice. It was about 3 o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon, and young Means was standing 
only three or four feet from the tank 
when what seemed to be an explosion 
took place and he was covered with a 
quantity of the acid and burned from 
head to feet, it is alleged. 

He now avers that the cords of his 
left arm were burned and weakened, as 
w4s also the sacrum of his back. His 
ears were burned and his hearing was 
impaired: Burns also extended to one 
side of his face, his scalp, both shoul- 
ders, both hips and both legs. Before 
assistance could reach him his cloth- 
ing fell from him like ashes. Fumes 
also arose, which he inhaled to the in- 
jury of his lungs. 

He was in bed three weeks and in- 
capacitated from any labor for about 
six months. He believes he will be 
crippled and disfigured for life and 
never able to do any work as he oth- 
erwise could have done.* Such is his 
story, and he therefore asks the jury 
to award him a judgment for $20,000. 

The railroad company denies each 
and every allegation in the com- 
plaint.

 BLACKMAN’S BAIL. 

COURT ORDERS IT REDUCED. 

W. R. Blackman, who was tried 
about two years ago on a charge of 
embezzling $10,000 from the Los Ange- 
les Lighting Company while occupy- 
ing a position of trust and responsi- 
bility with the corporation, has just 
experienced another streak of luck. As 
a result of his trial, he was found 
guilty of appropriating about $2500 and 
sentenced to ten years in the peniten- 
tiary at San Quentin. He promptly 
appealed his case to the Supreme Court 
and about Christmas time the news 
was announced that the judgment of 
the lower court had been reversed and 
a new trial ordered. Yesterday a mo- 
tion was made in Judge Smith's court 
for a reduction of Blackman’s bail 
from $5000 to $3500. It was stated by 
his attorney that there was little doubt 
but that sureties for the smaller 
amount could readily be obtained, and 
after listening to some discussion on 
the point, the court Sranted the mo- 
tion. Blackman, ever since his advent 
to the Couny Jail, has been a “trusty,” 
and has had charge of the books in 
the jail office. He is a fine pen- 
man and an expert accountant,

.-MRS. WHITE GETS JUDGMENT. 

Lavinia White, the woman who for 
two years past has endured the con- 
centrated cussedness of Calabasas to 
maintain her rights as a homesteader

The foreigners are Jesus Soldano and 
(rranillo. According to Mrs. 
White's story, they are fiends incar- 
hate, and*have had little consideration 
for a lone woman in her weakness. 


Qn September 6, 1898 Mrs. White 
filed in the United States Land Office 
an application to homestead. Previous 
to this time her husband had taken 


the same step, but. owing to his loss 


of health and finally of mind, they 
were compelled to abandon their claim 
after a residence upon it of only a 
few months. Finally, Mrs. White 


started out_on her own hook, and on 
November 4, ISON, her original entry 
was made on the Calabasas property, 
and she became owner of premises. 

ihe promptly put up a little house 
that cost her $50, and furnished it as 
luxuriously as another $50 would allow. 
Then her troubles with the Mexicans 
began. 

At the time her entry was made. 
they were wrongfully occupying the

fused to get off, and undertook to 
discourage the plucky little woman, 
whom they called “squatter,” that she 
might finally leave herself:

She would get her barley fields 
into splendid condition of* standing 
grain, and they would turn, their horser 
and cows in’upon it to tramp it down 
and destroy it. One year she was al- 
lowed to harvest her grain without any 
molestation—cnly to have the Mexicans 
swoop down in the night and haul it 


they seized her daughter and dragged 


her a long way, uttering threats 
every step. 
But the worst scare the Whites. 


ever had was one night—long past mid- 
night—when they were suddenly awak- 
ened by outlandish noises outside, and 
could feel that their little shanty was 
on the move. They knew at once 
that it was the Mexicans. Nor did 
they tarry at all, but ran in their 
nightclothes to neighbors for safety. 
The Mexicans pried the house off its 
foundations with long poles, and tried 
to overturn it. 

Such were the threats and menaces 
and acts of violence that finally drove 
Mrs. White down to the city to in- 
stitute her two-dozenth suit—she has 
had fully that number in the past two 
or three years—and while away she 
believes the Mexicans set fire to her 
house. She prayed for possession of 
the land and $1800 damages. 

Judgé Smith tried the case over 4 
month ago. The Mexicans specifically 
denied everything, and even averred 
that Mrs. White burned her own house 
down. But their defense was not 
enough, and the court gives Mrs. 
White judgment for $450 and posses- 
sion of the property. 


HICKEY DIVORCE SUIT 
WIFE ALLEGES: NONSUPPORT 
Mrs. Caroline Bumiller-Hickey was 
in Judge York's court yesterday seek- 
ing a divorce from George Cc. Hickey, 
on the sole ground of failure to pro- 
vide. The Judge heard testimony in 
the matter and took it under advise- 
ment—in doubt as to whether a party 
of considerable wealth, as is Mrs. 
Hickey, can sue for a divorce on that 
ground. 

Mrs. Hickey brought suit last Oc- 
tober against her husband, asking that 
a certain deed be set aside and alleging 
that it had been procured by fraud and 
false representations. The property in 
question is a valuable site just south 
of the Hotel Van Nuys Broadway. The 
trial of this case had been set for 
February 12, but Hickey finally sur- 
rendered the deed from his wife and 
reconveyed to her the property. Con- 
sequently Mrs. Hickey is again in pos- 
session of her own. | 
The divorce suit was the outgrowth 
of the troubles that brought about the 
litigation over the property interests, 
and was instituted upon the informa- 
tion and belief that Hickey was try- 
ing to mortgage for $25,000 the prop- 
erty he had secured from his wife. 
Mrs. Hickey made no special accu- 
sations in testifying against her hus- 
band yesterday, but simply told the 
court that he was traveling in the East. 
and in Europe and during all the time 
of their married life since 1898 he had 
never given her more than $100. 
“Where did he get his money to 
travel?” she was asked. 
She explained that he sold an inter- 
est in a coal busimess in which she es- 
tablished him, and that he derived an 
income from property in Riverside, 
standing in his sister's name, 
She was called upon to give her au- 
thority for this statement by Hickey’s 
attorney. She said that Hickey denied 
having the property, but that his sis- 
ter admitted the true state of affairs 
in letters. 
This matter was finally glided over 
by the admission on he part of Mrs. 
Hickey’s attorney that Hickey has no 
property standing in his own name. 
“When Mr. Hickey started on his 
travels was he in ill health?” 
“He said he was, but I don't believe 
him,” retorted Mrs. Hickey. 
“And he has contributed hothing to- 
ward your support?” 
“No, I have supported him. He 
have a dollar when, I married 
m.”’ 
Hickey, she said, had been married 
before and divorced. Coming to live 
with her, he had made himself very 
disagreeable to her children. ae 
“I «don't know that he @islikes my 
children more than others,” said Mrs. 
Hickey. “Never having had children 
himself, he does not realize a parent's 
feelings.”’

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A WIFE’S ENTERPRISE. 
HUSBAND SUES FOR PROPERTY. 
Augusta Hedwig Brose was defendant 
in a suit,on trial before Judge Allen 
yesterday, brought by her husband, 
Lorenz Brose, who prayed the court to 
declare that his wife held certain lands 
in trust for him. 

In July, 1898, Brose was the owner 
of three lots in tiis city and was en- 
gaged to go to Pomona to work. Be- 
fore he left, he executed to his wife a 
power of attorney, authorizing her to 
sell the lots for him and receive the 
consideration. The property was his 
own separate estate, and, when she 
undertook to sell the lots she agreed to 
deliver the money she got for them 
over to him. E 

She sold the lots, but failed to deliver 
to him the consideration; on the con. 
trary, however, she bought ten acres of 
land out in the country and had it con- 
veyed to herself, for the purpose, her 
husband averred in his complaint, of 
defrauding him out of his money and. 
also out of the lands turned over to 
her. She bought the acreage in Au- 
gust, 1898, and since that time she has 
always refused to turn it over to him, 
and, Brose believes, she has even tried 
to sell it to raise money for herself. 

Judge Allen yesterday quieted all 
title to the land by adjudging that Mrs. 
Brose now holds the acreage simply in 
trust for her husband.
